said an earnest Richard Tucker as he 
lazed in the Southern Florida sunshine. 

“Those rock ‘n’ roll idiots with their 
long hair and beards ... they’re not 
singers. Not interested in learning. Ev- 
erybody’s only interested in razzle- 
dazzle, in making an impression, in mak- 
ing money...” 

The almost-incredible tenor, the 
world’s highest-paid operatic star, was 
relaxing before a mid-season appearance 
in La Guwoconda, to be presented before 
several thousand avid opera buffs by the 
Fort Lauderdale Opera Guild, now in its 
22nd year. 

“People are born with the material 
to be singers, but talent has to be devel- 
oped. We haven’t enough teachers. 
Someday I’m going to teach young 
people, or maybe direct. I’ll do my part 
to keep good music going. I hope to 
teach at a university — I have two of- 
fers now — when I retire .. .” 

Retirement? For this vital man, 
whom some of the world’s greatest pri- 
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ma donnas — from Grace Moore to Lily 
Pons to Leontyne Price and Joan Suth- 
erland — have found a torrid on-stage 
lover? Retirement? Someday maybe. 
But surely not any day soon. Richard 
Tucker has too much to do. 

He travels world-wide eight months 
of the year. Italy, Germany, France, 
England, and the width and breadth of 
this hemisphere. 

He’s already looking forward to his 
25th anniversary at the Met on January 
25th of next year, marking his 6,000th 
performance there. Caruso held the pre- 
vious record.

Times put it this way: ‘Richard Tucker 
is an American, but there are many who 
regard him as the finest Italian tenor in 
the world!”’ 

American he is, and his story is an 
only-in-America saga. 

He was born in Brooklyn, the son of 
poor Bessarabian immigrant parents. Af- 
ter attending high school — where his 
distinction came on the athletic field 
rather than in the auditorium — he got 
a job as runner for a Wall Street broker- 
age firm. 

“There was always music in our 
home ... all the relatives, all the friends 
would come, Mama would add more wa- 
ter to the soup .. . we would sing.” 

He worked in Manhattan’s swarm- 
ing fur center and with money loaned by 
friends, studied voice. And he worked 
himself up to one of Conservative Juda- 
ism’s top cantorial posts. 

“Tt all started when Papa would 
take me by the ear and say: ‘Come on, 
let’s go to the synagogue.’ ” 

Later he came under the tutorial 
wing of Paul Althouse, the celebrated 
Metropolitan Opera tenor of an earlier 
day. Althouse persuaded the budding 
singer that his remarkable gifts might be 
used to ‘‘sing unto the Lord a new song” 
in the great scores of Verdi and Puccini. 

Frequently Mrs. Tucker accompa- 
nies her husband on foreign tours, but 
rarely on short U.S. jumps. From wher- 
ever — Italy, England, or St. Louis —

A city is dependent for its image on the interpretation of 
the artists who have portrayed it. That’s been so ever since 
the development of Occidental art made possible renderings 
superior to mere topographical notations — creating what in 
time became known as landscape and its derivation “‘city- 
scape’. This last term sounds exceedingly modern, but if the 
term is new, the endeavor itself is ancient. Medieval painters 
included cityscapes, real or imaginary, in their religious tab- 
leaux or as backgrounds for portraits — and so did the mas- 
ters of the Renaissance. 

Came the 20th century, and it proved to be the turn of 
our own “Bagdad-on-the-Hudson,” which did not really come 
of age until the early decades, but then burst upon the world 
as the marvel of modern times. Numerous prints, drawings, 
and watercolor paintings record the quaint charm of little 
Nieuw Amsterdam and of adolescent New York, but a more 
powerful art was required to portray ‘“‘Manhattana‘ of the 
heroic age, in her full-blown and exuberant youth. 

By a peculiar set of circumstances, there was also born at 
this time a great school of American art. It should rightly be 
granted the appellation ‘‘School of New York.” Under such a 
title, one would then be able to include artists who were kin- 
dred in spirit if not in technique — both those inspired by the 
French Impressionists (though their own work had unmistak- 
ably American tang) and the rebels of the ‘‘ashcan school” 
(very tame and timid indeed to the modern eye). 

Foremost in the first classification, one would enter the 
name of Childe Hassam, world-famed exponent of American 
Impressionism, as well as other, relatively unknown practition- 
ers of superlative merit. 

Take St. Louis-born Paul Cornoyer. His luminous view of 
old Columbus Circle, its amethyst silhouette of buildings 
standing out against a sky of pale turquoise, can easily hold 
its own against the loveliest production of the French artists 
of the same period. Cornoyer, born in 1864, died in 1923, long 
before the total renewal of this section of New York, where 
now rises the mammoth bulk of the Coliseum. The delicacy 
and serenity of this rendering make it seem as if Cornoyer’s 
painting, with its opalescent color and muted harmony, were 
much farther removed from the present day than the actual 
chronological interval would warrant. The most remarkable 
thing about this painting is the proof it furnishes of the sym- 
pathy which so sensitive an artist was able to feel for the 
great bustling city. 

In contrast to this poise, a comparison of the works of 
Childe Hassam from, respectively, his French and his Ameri- 
can periods presents a most interesting study in contrast. 
When dealing with French subjects, in France, Childe Hassam 
seemed ill-at-ease and constrained — a phenomenon for which 
the youth of the artist was not the only factor. He does not 
seem to have been able to “let himself go.’’ Immediately upon 
his return to America, a most extraordinary change took 
place: he began to paint American scenes precisely with the 
elegance and brio that had been conspicuously lacking in his 
French work. Was it the effect of finding himself at home 
again, dealing with subjects that were familiar and dear to 
him? Or was it a sense of freedom springing from the realiza- 
tion that now his creations stood absolutely alone, would not 
be exposed to comparison? Whatever the reason, the artist 
demonstrated then that not only had he absorbed as complete- 
ly as possible the best of French teaching, but that he could 
adapt it most felicitously to his own purpose. 

One of these lessons might well have been the wonderful 
value of flags, as artistic as well as historical elements. Off- 
hand, one recalls marvelous views of flag-bedecked streets, by 
Manet, Monet, Renoir, etc. — generally on the national holi- 
day, the 14th of July. Childe Hassam’s “‘flags paintings” are

legion; probably the most beautiful is that now in the White 
House, showing Fifth Avenue decorated with a multitude of 
American flags, reflected in the glistening wet pavement. The 
entire picture shimmers with sparkling flecks of soft blue, rose 
red, and white — a net of color through which one merely 
glimpses the pearly background of the tall stone buildings. 

Of the two examples shown here, one is all aflutter with 
the vari-colored banners — though again the American flag 
predominates as the occasion was the victory celebration at 
the end of World War I, when Fifth Avenue was renamed for 
a day ‘‘Avenue of the Allies.’’ Equally admirable, in a totally 
different mood, is the rendering of a single Star-Spangled 
Banner on a tall mast, rising above the rather prosaic build- 
ings of 59th Street. The geometrical design — a pyramid of 
stone, in the foreground — is relieved by the asymmetric com- 
position, with the flag set to the far right. But more important 
than the artistic aspect, the painting might well be titled with 
the single word ‘‘Peace,’’ which seems to be expressed by the 
utter repose of the flag against the cloudless summer sky. 
(Both these paintings were recently on view at the opening of 
the new Bernard Dannenberg Galleries in New York and are 
reproduced by courtesy of the gallery). 

To choose the most unpromising and uninspiring subjects, 
and to endow them nevertheless with poesy of a uniquely 
American sort, was the goal of a remarkable group of young 
painters — all but one, New York-born, and all active primar- 
ily in New York and on the theme of New York. Famous 
since as “The Eight,” they were: Davies, Henri, Glackens, 
Luks, Sloan, Prendergast, Lawson, and Shinn. They, and oth- 
er lesser members of the school, were described by a sneering 
contemporary as believing “in the poetical and pictorial signif- 
icance of the Elevated and the skyscrapers, of city crowds, 
and rows of flat houses.’ Indeed, they recorded all of these 
with particular enthusiasm, to the extent of earning that nick- 
name “‘the ashcan school.” 

But the characterization was unjust, because it was not

comprehensive. Not one of the eight brilliant artists at the 
core of the movement was so narrowly limited as to negate the 
more conventional aspects of beauty; merely, they wanted td 
deepen and enlarge the ken of artistic vision to take in the 
realities of modern life. 

Without doubt, the lustiest and gustiest personality of the 
lot was George Luks. He was vociferous in expressing his ar- 
tistic conviction that American artists must be weaned away, 
not from the healthful nourishment of the great artistic tradi- 
tion of the past, but from the tasteless and tepid pap of aes- 
theticism that had replaced it. In our days, it is probable that 
Luks’ rebellious ways and unconventional mode of life would 
pass almost unnoticed. But at that time, they actually did 
him serious disservice, although he was held in high esteem by 
his colleagues. 

But we are interested here in Luks as portraitist of New 
York City. And in this capacity it may be said that he stands 
second to none, if only because he had the secret of recording 
the more intimate, less ‘“‘posed’’ aspects of his beloved city. 
The group of paintings of New York scenes by Luks which we 
illustrate here are from a private collection devoted to this 
special aspect of his oeuvre. 

The two views of the entrance to New York’s Central 
Park, with the famed Pulitzer Fountain in the background, 
are nothing less than enchanting, and stylistically are unusual- 
ly light in touch for George Luks. The tints of the celadon 
green of the foliage are delightfully suave. One need not be a 
very old New Yorker to recognize in these two paintings not 
only an ambiance that is almost gone, but even actual, one 
might say historical, characters. Luks was able, with these few 
deceptively casual strokes to record unmistakably the person- 
ality of the horse-drawn hack drivers who were well familiar 
to New Yorkers of this neighborhood until not too long ago. 
(It was Luks’ own neighborhood also — his studio was just 
around the corner.) 

These two paintings were clearly done in early spring, 
though not the same year: one is dated 1923, the other may 
have been as much as a decade later (Luks died in 1933). 
Both show us New Yorkers typically enjoying the fresh green- 
ness of new foliage that comes as such a boon to the stone 
canyons of Manhattan. The 1923 painting is crisp with bright 
touches of blue and red, against a white ground. One feels that 
it must have been painted at noon, and the same may be said 
of the second version of this favorite subject, as in both in-

The earliest in date of all paintings is certainly the coolly 
luminous Nursery Rendez-vous, showing a group of mothers 
with baby-carriages and a nurse with her charges coming to 
join them at the turn of a wide alley in the Park, just off 
fashionable residential Fifth Avenue. The atmosphere here is 
of summer — a great shaft of light bars the path, but the

figures and the lush emerald lawn in the foreground are in the 
shade, and the light effect is glaucous, one might even say, 
aqueous. 

George Luks was receptive to all of New York’s many 
moods. Some of the cityscapes by other artists may be more 
impressive as striven-for, and somewhat self-conscious works 
of art. But very few can equal, and none can surpass the 
matchless spontaneity and sincerity of these notations by 
George Luks. They come very near winning for this artist the 
title of portrait par excellence of one of the world’s greatest 
cities at a unique moment of her history.

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Rea A. Plimpton, charming and 
erudite executive director of the Society 
of the Four Arts, is an eminent Palm 
Beacher too rarely credited for his con- 
siderable accomplishments. 

Mr. Plimpton’s knowledge and taste 
have helped to guide the Society since 
June of 1956, but he is not a public pro- 
nouncer and pontificator. 

He will modestly disclaim individual 
responsibility for the steady growth of 
programs designed to further the Soci- 
ety’s aim of ‘“‘encouraging appreciation 
of art, music, drama, and literature.” 

Yet as executive director he has 
been largely instrumental in providing 
the members of the Society and the in- 
terested public with major exhibitions, 
exciting musical and dramatic programs, 
the evolution of a diversified small li- 
brary with an outstanding collection of 
art books. 

No one could be more kindly or 
sympathetic to the novice in these fields. 
I have heard Plimpton talking to school 
children, and he never talks down. “‘I 
think of myself not as a doer but as an 
appreciator,’ he once said, and indeed 
he has the great gift of communicating 
appreciation on every level of awareness. 

On the other hand, Mr. Plimpton is 
also an administrator with 55 years of 
experience in the museum field. He has 
constantly tried to ‘“‘open the fun of art 

to emphasize that one of the 
greatest pleasures of life is looking.”’ He 
adds, ‘‘And it’s absolutely free.” 


Plimpton believes it’s the job of mu- 
seums to open doors and windows. 
Speaking personally, “‘I don’t want to 
collect because if you understand a 
painting you own it to the degree that 
you derive pleasure from it.” 

The director’s long and distinguished 
career began directly after graduation 
from Princeton in 1914. (Before then it 
was growing-up in Hollis, Long Island. 
Those were the days when Hollis was 
still a proper small town instead of an 
extension of New York, and the Plimp- 
ton children shared the uncomplicated 
pleasures of picnics in summer, going for 
chestnuts in the fall.) 

After art studies and the usual regu- 
lar courses at Princeton, Plimpton found 
himself with $123. Like any sensible 
young man, he spent $65 of it on a one- 
way ticket to Paris. ‘“‘I didn’t know how 
I’d get back,” he smiles, ‘“‘but I had 
faith.” 

That was the first of 32 trips 
abroad, all of them eventful. But what’s 
to compare with a young man’s first 
look at Paris? The first night there, he 
sat on the Pont des Arts and fell in love 
with the city. 

World War I caught him on the way 
to Switzerland, where he stayed for 
three weeks helping the American Con- 
sulate. When he left, it took two nights 
and a day by train from Geneva to Par- 
is. He arrived there on the first morning 
Paris had ever been bombed.

Hotel — Puerto Rican Style

This fabulous resort runs up and 
down scenic bluffs near Las Croabas and 
the historic little town of Fajardo on the 
eastern tip of Puerto Rico from where 
on a clear day the Virgin Islands can be 
seen. The king-sized glamor playground 
for the affluent is only 37 miles from 
San Juan, easily accessible in an hour by 
car along fine scenic roads, or in 10 min- 
utes by helicopter from El San Juan Ho- 
tel. 

Each of the 338 rooms in the hotel’s 
different areas has a terrace and view of 
the sea. There is a verdant and hilly 18 
hole golf course with palm trees and 
lakes where imported white European 
swans glide majestically. On the cozy 
Clifftop Terrace where this writer hap- 
pened to stay there is a small restau- 
rant, a medium-sized swimming pool, 
Jamaican bar, and, at sunset, a lively 
steel band. 

The lobby and main facility of the 
hotel are on the top of the hill. From 
the Seaview Wing slightly lower down, a 
funicular takes guests 200 feet below to 
the Oceanfront Lanai. On this level are 
73 rooms, an Olympic swimming pool, 
restaurant, snack bar and dancing deck. 
Further down yet, at ocean level, is the 
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marina, to accommodate 70 yachts when 
finished, and a five-acre, palm-fringed, 
salt-water pool fed from the ocean. If 
this isn’t enough, there’s fishing, plus 
badminton and tennis courts, as well as 
a catamaran which carries guests to 
nearby islands. Besides there is snorkling 
and scuba diving supervised by Walt 
Hendricks who is an expert. 

More than $5 million went into the 
lavish decor, furniture and art objects, 
under the supervision of Alan J. Lani- 
gan, Mr. Puro’s favorite decorator. The 
decor leans to Spanish and Italian. 

In the Sovereigns’ Court, the opu- 
lent dining room with enormously high 
ceilings and walls hung with 53 massive 
paintings of royalty done by European 
artists, strolling violins wander at dinner 
time. This room that seats 600 is only 
one of the hotel’s seven dining areas. A 
hand-hewn solid copper mural, 65 by 10 
feet, crafted in Italy forms the facade 
for another less formal restaurant, the 
Good Table. 

Bold floral patterns and color combi- 
nations enhance the rooms, the price of 
which begins at $52.00 a day with 
breakfast and dinner, during the season. 
Most of the 10 super deluxe suites in the

east end of the Seaview Wing are deco- 
rated in Spanish style, some boasting 50- 
foot living rooms. The decor in each 
suite is said to have cost over $50,000. 
Rates for these suites during the season 
average $185.00 a day. 

The Puros’ own suite has to be seen 
to be believed. It is pure white, featur- 
ing different textures of white on white 
and has an unsurpassed view of the sea. 
There are wall-to-wall white rugs 
throughout. In the living room, one con- 
versational area has a large white goat- 
skin rug, surrounded by arm chairs and 
sofas upholstered in white velvet. Picas- 
so sketches grace the living room walls 
and in one corner stands a high Austrian 
white porcelain stove. 

In the master bedroom, the bed and 
four small square pillows are covered 
with white llama fur, that reaches to the 
floor. From time to time, they are re- 
placed with a spread and pillows of all 
white mink. From this bed Mr. Puro 
can flick a switch on a disguised televi- 
sion set and have an instant view of any 
of the working rooms of the hotel. 

For evening entertainment there’s a 
psychedelic night club called Anything

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Lakes of Tranquilit 


A eae in the Alpine crown of 
Switzerland’s Ticino Canton and Italy’s 
proud province of Lombardy are five 
major lakes carved and faceted by the 
Ice Age. Their high mountain setting as- 
sures glacier waters, wind-free mild cli- 
mate and an aura of profound tranquil- 
ity. Born of snows, they live with warm 
heart. 

Westernmost of the placid lakes 
astride this 8,000-foot Alpine ridge is 
Lago Maggiore, sinuating through 
plunging heights between Switzerland’s 
Locarno and Italy’s splendid Stresa. To 
the east lies Lago di Lugano (mostly 
Swiss and at 789-foot altitude); then 
three-armed Lago di Como, Italy’s 
pride; plus remote Lago d’Isea; and 
sprawling Lago di Garda — largest of 
all. In addition, five small ones are for 
lake-collectors. 

Palm trees and lush Mediterranean 
vegetation thrive beneath the protective 
vault of the Alps, a grandiose arched 
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hothouse topped with pure sapphire 
blue. Palms along Ascona’s pleasure port 
and Lugano’s public gardens fashioned 
like Monaco’s flowered shores startle 
and delight the first-time tourist. They 
are the welcome high-sign signaling es- 
cape to quiet pleasure. 

These Italo-Swiss scenic master- 
pieces enjoy the calm to be found only 
in remote, fjord-like valleys, yet they 
are very accessible to international trav- 
elers, by Alitalia or Air France flights to 
Milan, Turin, or Venice. Swissair arrival 
in Geneva or Zurich may be combined 
with an easy drive to Locarno and Lu- 
gano, as well as to Italy’s lakeland. 

Travelers who prefer calm interludes 
interspersed with city-life action will 
probably bee-line to Como, Lugano, or 
perhaps Locarno. In contrast, connois- 
seurs who can’t wait to be enfolded in 
relaxed calm will choose a gem-like set- 
ting such as Ascona, a few miles from 
Locarno, or Moltrasio, within sight of

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Como. Compromise offers median-size 
resorts, such as Stresa and Sirmione. 

Como delights the cosmopolite. It 
boasts a history from the Etruscans and 
Caesars through the Papal glories of the 
Middle Ages and Renaissance. Como’s 
curiosities include the splendid Duomo 
Santa Maria Maggiore, begun in the 
14th century and capped by the 18th 
century cupola by Juvara of Turin. But 
the call of the lake, however, is com- 
manding. 

From the port facing Lungo Lario at 
the Piazza Cavour, excursion launches 
ply their way to scenic pleasure. The 
boats are small, attractive, and reason- 
able. 

A short triangular trip (about two 
hours) may be made from Como to 
Ospedaletto, a charming village piled on 
a mountain flank facing Comancina Isle, 
then back to Nesso with its famed Orri- 
do Cascade, and on to Como. 

This circuit also comprises memora- 
ble over-water vistas of Cernobbio’s 
world-renowned Villa d’Este, Cardinal 
Tolomeo Gallio’s palace, now a de luxe 
hotel. Next is the terraced village of 
Moltrasio, then the tiny port of Torno, 
crowded beneath the campanile of St. 
Thecla, and to the east, the grand man- 
ner of Villa Phiniana. 

For those with wealth of time, an 
excursion to Bellagio, located atop a 
promontory where Lake Como’s three 
arms entwine, is not to be missed. Bella- 
gio abounds with winding byways and 
cobblestone stairways leading to the Ro- 
manesque Church of San Giacomo. Villa 
Serbelloni (15th century) is the jewel of 
Bellagio, with its justly celebrated gar- 
dens crowned with magnolia, camelias, 
and other semi-tropical plants. 

Bellagio’s Villa Melzi, built in Em- 
pire style (1802) for Italy’s first vice- 
president, has outstanding terraced gar- 
dens facing Tremezzo, crouched beneath 
towering peaks across the lake. Villa 
Melzi saw long visits of Franz Liszt, as 
well as Stendhal, who distilled some of 
its potent poetry. 

A recommended excursion by car fol- 
lows the west shore of Lake Como from 
Villa Olmo on the city’s outskirts about 
30 miles northward to charming Rezzo- 
nico. This town is rather like a scene 
woven on a predominantly green Brus-

sels tapestry. Stops along the way which 
afford expansive lake views from noble 
gardens include Cernobbio, Ospedaletto, 
Tremezzo’s elegant Villa Carlotta, and 
Cadenabbia’s mountainside St. Martin 
Chapel. 

For a touch of grandeur, visitors 
drive east to Lago di Garda where Scali- 
geri Castle towers over Sirmione, set on 
the narrow spit of land which reaches 
out into the limpid lake. Towers, draw- 
bridge and ramparts are fascinating foil 
for the lake and the kaleidoscopic mirror 
of its surface. 

Lago di Garda is Italy’s largest lake, 
almost 50 miles long, and about 15 miles 
wide. Its sombre blue is a reflection of 
the 400-foot depth and highlights the 
rich vegetation along the shores, ranging 
from citrus (at Limone) to cypress and 
olive near Sirmione. Here is the home of 
famed Bardolino wines from vineyards 
on Mount Baldo (1,600 feet) above the 
lake’s southeast shore. It is considered 
Italy’s prize spot for lake boating and 
fishing. 

Sirmione’s other pleasant pastime in- 
cludes a ride on a tiny train to the point 
dominating Villa Catullo. The great Ist 
century B.C. ruins are silhouetted on 
the shore with its curious rock shoals 
extending into the lake. Not far away 
are piazzas where visitors sip refresh- 
ment and drink in the sight of boaters, 
while very extensive gardens offer haven 
for strollers insistent in their search for 
calm. Tourists included Virgil, Pliny, 
Goethe and Longfellow, but travelers 
are more numerous nowadays. 

Perhaps the masterpiece of the lake 
district is Lago Maggiore — its tranquil 
face has become legendary. About 55 
miles long, its beauty stems from the 
steep-faced mountains, deep waters, and 
absence of large towns. In addition, 
there are the fantasmagoric Borromeo 
Islands — Isola Bella and Isola dei Pe- 
scatori — that float on the blue lake like 
a dream that forever haunts Stresa. 

Isola Bella is a 17th century tour de 
force, created by Count Carlo III Borro- 
meo. Several generations of landscape 
architects have now transformed the is- 
land into the form of a ship covered 
with a fantasy of ten terraced gardens, 
peopled with statues and arcades. In the 
center, Count Vitalien Borromeo’s (son 
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Nesso, on shore

of Carlo) palace abounds with rich mo- 
saics, frescos, and furnishings. 

A hundred yards away, Isola dei Pe- 
scatori is a dot of rock almost too hand- 
some not to be on canvas. The minus- 
cule fishing village of 300 inhabitants 
crowds into the patina-stone houses clus- 
tered around venerable St. Victor 
Church (14th century). 

Stresa is the most celebrated spot on 
Lago di Maggiore, for it has not only 
lovely shore views of the Borromeo Is- 
lands but also the vast panorama of the 
lakes, Alps and Po Valley, all to be sa- 
vored above the 5,000-foot level at Mot- 
tarone, a 12-mile drive from Stresa. 
Mottarone’s unique Alpine Gardens 
comprise more than 2,000 kinds of high- 
altitude flora. 

In Stresa itself, the splendid Parco 
della Villa Pallavicino is an important 
zoological garden patterned after a simi- 
lar one in Cleres, Normandy. Animals 
living in freedom include deer, llamas, 
ostriches and pheasant, among many. 
Vast flower beds are the backdrop for 
striking views of the town and lake. 

Stresa also hosts a major musical 
festival which extends through most of 
the summer and proffers both lake-side 
and indoor concerts. A favorite short ex- 
cursion is to Isola Madre, and its 18th 
century palace. The exceptional botani- 
cal display includes a 140-year-old cy- 
press, a wisteria vine about 250 feet 
long, as well as the largest palm trees to 
be found in Italy. Golden pheasants and 
peacocks add color accents. 

Northward, Ascona is the retreat 
that epitomizes the tranquility of these 
lakes. Set among low hills, Ascona is 
just west of Locarno where the Maggia 
River cuts the north shore of Lago Mag- 
giore. 

The village of Ascona, with about 
3,000 inhabitants, has become an elegant 
resort with boutiques, numerous art gal- 
leries, cosmopolitan restaurants and 
most attractive arcades and courtyards. 
Key characteristics are quiet and dis- 
tinction. Several small, de luxe hotels 
and Ascona’s famed Relais Monte Verita 
are virtually out of sight in vast gardens. 

Ascona is ideal for footpath strolls or 
hill hikes for the more ambitious. There 
are also excursions which on land may

(formerly heard in the 
Fox Theatre) will be 
presented in Atlanta’s 
Civic Center. (Wm. Barnes) 
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lie curtain rises May 5th on a 
time-honored musical event unique in 
the annals of Big City history in Ameri- 
ca... the 59th year of song superb, 
voiced by the Metropolitan Opera under 
the auspices of the Atlanta Music Festi- 
val Association in cooperation with the 
Atlanta Junior League. 

It is a week-long gala of social, civic 
and philanthropic endeavor . . . a cul- 
mination of 11 previous months of plug- 
plug by young-at-heart Atlantans who 
are thoroughly inculcated in culture and 
the finest of fine arts. . . song supreme. 

What an event is the arrival and 
stay of the Metropolitan Opera, opening 
this year with Richard Strauss’ Der Ro- 
senkavalier, conducted by Franz Allers 
and closing May 10 with the production 
of Guiseppe Verdi’s I! Trovatore, con- 
ducted by Carlo Franci (this production 
made possible by ‘‘a generous and deep- 
ly appreciated gift of Mrs. John D. 
Rockefeller Jr.,’”’ according to Mrs. Wil- 
liam C. Rawson, the Atlanta Junior 
League’s 1969 program editor. 

It started way back in May 1909 
when Atlantans sponsored an _ event- 
musicale dedicating the then-new audi- 
torium . . . a Music Festival, father to 
59 years of grand opera as presented by 
the Metropolitan Opera Company of 
New York. 

‘‘Elaborate preparations went for- 
ward throughout the early Spring for 
five concerts scheduled from May 4th 
through 7th, plus two matinees,”’ recalls 
silver-haired, blue-eyed Franklin M. 
Garrett in Volume II of his rightly- 
famed Atlanta and Environs. 

“Chief attraction was to be the fa- 
mous Italian tenor, Enrico Caruso, who 
was engaged to sing at two concerts for 
a fee of $10,000. The Festival chorus 
was composed of 500 local singers, 
trained and conducted by Henry W. B. 
Barnes, an Atlanta music teacher.” 

“The seat sale was very successful,” 
Mr. Garrett goes on, ‘But at the last 
moment Caruso did not come because of 
a throat ailment . . . Rather crucial to 
tenors,” he confided last month in his 
director’s office at the Atlanta Histori- 
cal Society’s Swan House. 


WwW Opera By Inheritance 
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“The Committee then decided to en- 
gage five other artists, all scarcely less 
famous than Caruso himself, yet whose 
fees were more modest, thus allowing 
greater freedom in programming and 
giving additional luster to the festival, 
by an aggregation of opera stars. 

“Geraldine Farrar, Olive Fremstad, 
Antonio Scotti, Riccardo Martin and 
Giovanni Zenatello comprised the quin- 
tet who finally graced the auditorium 
stage. All were secured however, only by 
Herculean efforts on the part of the di- 
rectors. 

““‘Miss Farrar had an engagement 
with the Victor Talking Machine Com- 
pany to make records and was able to 
sing here only after a temporary release 
had been secured,’ Mr. Garrett re- 
counts. ‘““Tenor Zenatello had never sung 
previously on the American concert 
stage and was secured after frantic tele- 
phoning over a large part of the United 
States. Farrar and Scotti were reported 
engaged and were said never to have 
sung together before. Indeed this was 
Farrar’s first Southern engagement.” 

These factors contributed to whet 
the curiosity and interest of the public. 
Most Atlantans had never seen anything 
like it and went to see and hear. Mr. 
Garrett writes: ‘““SSo much interest was 
manifested in neighboring cities and 
states that the railroads gave reduced 
rates and ran excursions. Some 25,000 
persons paid $32,500 to hear the superb 
programs given, though an examination 
of the musical fare for each of the pre- 
sentations fills one with admiration for 
the endurance of both audience and per- 
formers.” 

And Frank Garrett goes on to relate 
a billet doux thoroughly enjoyed by the 
performers and the audience. To wit: 
The first HALF of one of the programs 
that week included the Dvorak New 
World Symphony ‘‘complete,’’ and the 
Liszt Concerto in E Flat for piano and 
orchestra; also a soprano operatic aria, 
as well as a choral number with bass so- 
loist — ‘“‘enough for an entire program 
as given by current symphonic organiza- 
tions, who rarely afford, on a single pro- 
gram, the variety offered by any one of 
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the five concerts of the 1909 Atlanta 
Festival.” 

“At its close,’ Mr. Garrett recalls: 
‘“A Lewis Gregg cartoon, entitled /t’s 
All Over, cleverly depicting the audience 
at the last performance as being half- 
asleep and hanging over the boxes, but 
smiling through. 

Incidentally, the Music Festival As- 
sociation cleared some $10,000 from this 
series. 

Back in those days Robert F. Mad- 
dox was mayor of Atlanta and Col. Wil- 
liam Lawson Peel rated as one of Atlan- 
ta’s most famed and beloved citizens 

. . It was between these two and a 
cordon of other influential residents that 
the first executive committee of the At- 
lanta Music Festival Association was 
formed to sponsor the original festival of 
1909 and several subsequent seasons of 
grand opera. 

And so, the first Metropolitan Opera 
Company performance ( Lohengrin) 
opened in Atlanta in May 1910 to play 
seven performances. Stars such as Farrar 
in Tosca, Enrico Caruso as Radames in 
Aida, Antonio Scotti and Farrar in But- 
terfly. 

The week was a complete success 
and Atlanta had yet another “‘first’’ for 
its record, opera brought in by a citi-

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and-go activity. It is reported the entire 
Atlanta area turned out to greet the 
blocks-long train that yearly brought 
not only the stars and crew, but all the

. today the stars arrive via air, but 
the train still carries the crew and sce- 
nery. 

Ever since 1911, the Capital City 
Club on Northwest Harris Street has 
played host to the stars, artists and offi- 
cials of the Met . . . offering an elabo- 
rate cocktail-dinner party for members 
and their guests following the opening- 
night performance. 

According to William P. (Bill) Tim- 
mie who has been with the Club lo these 
many years and today reigns as ‘‘Super- 
intendent,”’ ‘“‘In those days we had some 
excellent chefs, like Albert Chiappa who 
made a huge platter of spaghetti in the 
early morning hours, which Caruso 
would consume in one sitting.

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nights. After Wednesday matinees, the 
Druid Hills Golf Club offered a barbe- 
que and Saturday nights the Piedmont 
Driving Club members held a farewell 
gala, Mr. Timmie recalls. 

Families such as the late Jackson 
Dicks opened their mansions for opera 
galas that brought together as many as 
400 socialites, and an interesting note 
. . . the Dick’s Mayfair, now the home 
of the Alfred D. Kennedys and named 
Laurel Hall, is stil the scene of opera ga- 
las; Mr. Kennedy is the Atlanta Music 
Festival Association‘s president. 

The opera finally moved to the Fox 
Theater on Peachtree Street and contin- 
ued to appear there through the Spring 
of 1968. This year brings another inno- 
vation . . . Der Rosenkavalier will open 
at 8 p.m. May 5th in the spectacular, 
brand-new 4,600-seat Atlanta Civic Cen- 
ter Auditorium, which boasts a 90-foot 
wide stage, offers opera lovers some 600 
more seats than in former years. 

However, the demand for tickets is 
so fantastic that ‘““Getting season tickets 
for the Opera is like trying to get foot- 
ball tickets at Grant Field ... you 
have to inherit them,” says historian 
Franklin Garrett. “‘Dyed-in-the-wool op- 
era buffs have had to resort to standing 
room at $2.50 per in the past.” 
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In days when opera was called “Grand Opera’’, Caruso, far right, is met at Terminal by Atlanta notables. 
He is reputed to have consumed huge platter of spaghetti in early morning hours at the Capital City Club. 


“There will be no more standing 
room as of this year,” says Mrs. Richard 
A. Denny Jr., this year’s opera chairman 
and an indefatigable Junior League 
worker. “‘As always, we were completely 
sold out in March. In fact, Mrs. William 
T. Healey III, ticket chairman, has had 
to mail back orders from California, Mi- 
ami, Illinois, New Jersey.” 


The majority of out-of-state seasonal 
members come from Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, South and North Carolina and 
Tennessee, but one 80-year-old Califor- 
nian has held tickets for more than 25 
years, still stays at the opera lovers’ fa- 
vorite, the Georgian Terrace across the 
street from the Fox Theater, according 
to Mrs. Denny.

Expert at making grand opera a suc- 
cess in Atlanta is the Junior League, ap- 
proached many years ago by the men of 
the Music Festival Association and 
asked to handle not only the sale of 
tickets but the printing of the program 
and public relations for the Met’s visit. 

In return, the League was given the 
privilege of keeping all net revenues de- 
rived from the selling of ads in the pro- 
gram, for which they pay the printing 
bill. The 1968 beautifully bound and 
presented program contained 216 pages! 

The Atlanta Junior League, second 
largest in the nation (Boston rating 
first), has more than 1,500 members 

. more than 500 of which are active 
and give 90 hours a year in service. 

Opera week is the only time the 
League approaches the community for 
money, and through the years, the busi- 
nessmen have learned to expect a visit 
from one of the corps of 25 girls who sell

the program ads. . . altogether some 75 
Junior Leaguers work like eager beavers 
throughout the year to assure the 
events’ success. 

‘Last year’s Opera Committee under 
the leadership of Mrs. Edmund W. 
Hughes grossed $90,672.50 from opera 
ads. We don’t know the final figure for 
this year, since the ads are not all in 
yet, but we are hoping to top last year’s 
figure,’’ said young Mrs. Richard A. 
Denny Jr., the present opera chairman, 
two months ago. 

The proceeds gleaned from this ef- 
fort (the 22nd anniversary of the 
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League’s alliance with the Metropolitan 
Opera Spring festival of song) is put into 
the League’s Community Trust Fund. 
None of the organization’s operating or 
in-League expenses can be taken out. It 
is held in literal trust to be returned in 
toto to the community. 

To recount all of the ways this fund 
has helped Atlanta would take pages, 
but many years ago the League estab- 
lished the Junior League Speech School 
(now the Atlanta Speech School). Sup- 
ported today by the community, it still 
receives $11,000 a year. 

Two years ago this ultra-active 
group, in conjunction with the school 

system, helped start the Whittaker 
School by giving an initial $25,000 
grant; the institution produces teachers 
for children with specific learning dis- 
abilities. League funds and volunteer 
workers still support it. 

In 1968, the League gave a three- 
year grant of $10,000 yearly toward the 
salary of the new professional children’s 
theater director . . . for 40 years, these 
young women had trouped plays to the 
schools. “‘It seemed the time was ripe to 
turn it over to the professionals and it is 
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working well,” reports one of the ardent a

4 cup seedless raisins; 4% teaspoon 
curry powder; 4 teaspoon paprika; 2 ta- 
blespoons butter; 1 tablespoon flour; 4% 
teaspoon seasoned salt; % cup chicken 
broth; 1 egg yolk; % cup half milk - half 
cream; 1 tablespoon sherry wine; 1 ta- 
blespoon chopped pimiento; 1% cups 
cubed cooked lobster; 4 patty shells.

Ascona features a famed Septem- 
ber Music Festival, which may be com- 
bined with somewhat earlier festivals in 
Lugano and Stresa. 

The key allures of Ascona are its off- 
the-beaten-path seclusion, its ready ac- 
cessibility, and its elegant atmosphere. 
There is a marvelously rich blend of cul- 
tural, social and sport activities. 

Perhaps the most attractive major 
city in the lake district is Lugano. Built 
in an amphitheatre facing the 3,000-foot 
peaks of Monte Bre and Monte San Sal- 
vatore, and taller mountains beyond, 
Lugano boasts more than 25,000 inhabi- 
tants in this idyllic site. Its southern ex- 
posure assures mild climate and the 
steep mountains form an unusually 
grand scene,

There were no taxis, so he piled his 
belongings on a pushcart and trundled it 
across the city.

Plans for the summer of 1969 are 
not complete, but the Plimpton safari 
this year will begin with the Association 
of Art Museum Directors’ meeting at 
Honolulu in early June. He has been a 
member of the organization since 1921 
and has been president a number of 
times. 

Aside from travel, Plimpton’s pri- 
vate concerns are with books and learn- 
ing new things.
